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In the Open 

At long last, some of the proponents of n com- 
pletely socialized electric industry seem to be coming 
into the open, ond dropping such worn and shabby 
bits of camouflage as flood control, irregation and the 
rest. One of the frankest statements was recently 
made at the dedication of a dam In Montana, by Mlca- 
hael W. Straus, Commissioner of the Bureau of Re- 
clamation. "Your government is deflnltetly entering 
the low-coat power production field," he said. "And 
it plans to make .... all the power from here to the 
Pacific Ocean available to its citizens over transmis- 
sion lines which they own." 

That is certainly unequivocal. And if It Js pro- 
-per for the government to establish a socialized elec- 
trical monopoly in the Far West, it is equally proper 



heavily taxed private Industry which is regulated In 
every phase of . operation by commissions represent- 
ing the public interest. Or Wc can be served by a tax 
free, unregulated, subsidized political monopoly ovoi' 
which we would have no direct control whatsoever. 
There Is no other choice.

Working Together ^ 

The interdependence of the $20,000,000,000 oil 
industry and the $111,000,000,000 agricultural industry 
is the subject of a recent news release. The change- 
over from man and animal power to petroleum power 
has been one of the basic causes of a remarkable in- 
crease in farm prodcutlon In late years. 

Lost year, there were nearly 3,000,000 fewer 
workers and 5,000,000 fewer draft animals on Ameri- 
can farms than in 1040. Yet food production was 35 
per cent greater. Today American farmers use more 
than 3,000,000 tractors, 1,880,000 trucks and close to 
5,000,000 motor cars. On top of that oil powers a long 
list of other tools from gigantic self-propelled com- 
bines to such specialized equipment as cotton pickers 
and nut harvesters. 

•Agriculture, therefore, is one of the oil indus- 
try's best and most dependable customers. But the 
buying isn't oil on one side. The industry consumes

As requested. by- jou, I sKall attempt to explain the tax 
problem which has received bo much publicity and bo much 
misrepresentation In the last month that many people are 
totally mlBled as to Its true facta. This misrepresentation . 
posaed so freely la, In my opinion, Irresponsttile atatements 
from Irresponalble persona. 

Taxes, of course, are always unpopular and unfortunately 
an absolute necessity for the communities' own good as well 
as the nation. 

Let us start with the aaseasment of property— that Is the 
evaluation of Its worth. Since the year 1927, the law of the 
State of nilnola has required that all property for tax pur- 
poses be evaluated at Ita full, fair, cash value. The Supreme 
Court haa ruled many tlmea that the definition of full, 
fair, cash value la what » wllUnir ranrket will produce — that 
Is. a willing buyer and a willing seller. 

The assessors of Lake County, since the year 1927. and 
until the enactment of the so-called Butler Bill have not 
followed the statutory provision of 100% asscssmonts. They 
all assessed property at a percentage of the full value, some 
townships OS low as 11% whiltf other townshlpa as high aa 
26%, causing on inequality In assessment between townshlpa 
for an overlaping taxing body. Since the enactment of the 
Butler BUI, the Intent of the law la to eliminate these In- 
equalities between townships as well as the State equaliza- 
tion multiplier Is Intended to equalize the . asseasmcnt be- 
tween the different counties of the entire state as a whole. 
The assessments aa now finally determined are presumed 
to be the full, fair, cash values of the property. Of course 
there la bound to be some few Individual assessments that 
might not measure to that standard, but If they are brought 
to the attention of the assessing authorities, the necessary 
corrections or adjustments will be made. 

When we speak of the Inequalities, let us juat point out to 
you how some of them actually apply. Let us take farm 
lands In your township. Prior to the Butler BUI. the bare 
farm land acreage was assessed at an average of between 
935 and 140 an acre plus the Improvements, After the 
multiplier was first applied for the 1946 taxes collected In 
1D47, the multiplier being 5,8824, It produced an acreage as- 
sessment on farm lands ranging between 9210 and 9260 an 
acre, plus Improvements. This assessment on tho acreage 
of 9210 to 9260., of course, waa more than what the land 
actually was worth so that In the assessment for the year 
1947, taxes payable In 1048, the assessors recognized this In- 
equality and assessed the acreage at apprlximatcly 9130 
to 910O an acre plus Improvements. A person having a 
large number of acres in liis farm and having the acreage 
valuation reduced, between the 1040 value and the 1047 final 
value, naturally gave him a substantial reduction In tho ■ 
assessment. ^ The Improvrnientit on farm lands had been att- 
HCHScd bulow Its, worth and, of course they u'cro Increased; 
however, tbclnrgo reduction In tho land valu« offHct tlio In- 
creoMO In tho Iniprovoincnts, resulting In n lower assessed 
valuation £or the year 1947 thsyi what was the assessed value 
for the year 1046. On your Bubdlvlslon property, the lots 
had been assessed too high and of course the assessors recog- 
nized that fact as well. , They reduced the assessed value 
of the lot, but In the case of tho Improvement, (same as on 
tho farm buildings), the assessment was too low and the" 
Improvement value was Increased. Therefore, since there 
were not as many lots as In tho case of farms with many 
acres, the Increased Improvement valuation was substantially 
more than the decrease In the lot value which naturally 
produced a higher assessed valuation for the year 1047 thon 
In 1040. That Is the reason for the Incidence of the shifted 

, values between farm lands and subdivision lands with im- 

' provements thereon. , 

That Is the picture of tho assessed valuations, now we 
come to tlio tax Itself. 

Taxes are levied by the local taxing bodies— that Is, your 
township, your road and bridge, your schools, high school, 
your village, your fire protection district, and the county. All 
but the county nro strictly local. Their iovies nrc for monies 
needed to operate that taxing body and give you the Bcrvlccs 
particular to tho unit. The county, of course, levies tlic 
county tax which Includes the TubcrculosI.«} Sanatorium, the 
county highway for maintenance of the highways, the De- 
tention Home, bond Issues, and Koncrol corporate. The tax 
rates for these taxing bodies whlcli go to malce up your ttix 
bill are determined by tlio dividing of the total asKCHScd valu- 
ation of the ta:cinB district Into tlio levy as certified by the 
particular taxing district. The only limitation that the County 
,ClcrIt can put on the rate In extending taxes la that tho rate 
may not exceed either tho statutory rate, or if a referendum 
haa l)een voted, the rate voted by the people. In your case 
you had several different referendums and I assure you that 
the ceilings In rates imposed by tho referendums has not 
been exceeded. Tho tax levies of your various taxing districts 

' for the year 1047 arc substantially higher than they were for 
the year 1040. Referendums had been voted and carried and 
since the levies were considerably more than the year before 
and the total tax exlension for 1917 naturally had to be and Is 
much rr.orc than the year 1946. For the year 1947. the total 
tax extension in your township amounts to 9227,855.45., while 
for the year 1010. collectible In 1947, it amounted to 5173,572,50 , 
This increase Ui the total extension, of course, had to be 
spr-od on the various properties according to districts as 

an ir.crcaccd tax. .. - .^ * 

All this money extended, with the exception of the tax 
for County purposes amounted, to 528,124.48. Is money that, 
when collected, goes back to your township for your own 
local purposes and Is not sent elsewhere. A share of the 
County Tax of 926,124.48, is used in' your town.nhip for main- 
tenance of County hlgiiways, for maintenance of sheriff h 
highway patrol, for your use of the unfortimatc that may 
require tho service of the Tuberculosis Sanatorium, and for 
other County Institutions. _ - 

You can readily see that tax money asseased against 
your people la spent for the benefit of no one but themselves 
in your township. If the services rendered by the taxing 
bodies are what tho people wish and the money judiciously 
expended, which I am sure Is the case, -then the taxpayer 
should feel that he has received hia money's worth and re- 
cognize the obligation that naturally must be Imposed upon 
him. Again, on the other hund, If he *« Kitting services 
that are In excess of demanda; then he should let It be known 
to hla local taxing oKlclsIa that less aervlcea are required 
and. of course If laaier servlcs is given, naturally the tax 
wUl proportionately be that much less. , . . „ 

The whole problem bolls down to this one point. If you 
want good schools, good roads, good police, good fire protec- 
tion, the proper care of the poor, lU cosU money, and the 
source for that money Is only from the tax payer. 

1 have tried to give you an accurate picture of the tax 
problem and should there be any further Information, that you 
wish, please feel free to call on me.
